Rents and Profits of the ſaid Premiſes, to pay the ſaid Curate's 
and Schoolmaſter's Proportion of the Charges and Expences 
aforementioned, or ſo much thereof as they or either of them 
reſpectively ſhall ſo neglect or refuſe to pay and contribute as 
aforeſaid, unto ſuch Perſon or Perſons as ſhall have advanced or 
disburſed the ſame, together with legal Intereſt for the ſame, 
from the reſpective 'Times of disburſing and adyancing the ſame 
reſpectively. 


Saving always to the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, his 
Heirs and Succeſſors, and to all and every other Perſon and 
Perſons, Bodies Politick and Corporate, his, her and their Heirs, 
Succeſſors, Executors and Adminiſtrators, (Other than the ſaid 
John Lord Gower, and all and every other Perſon or Perſons 
intituled to any Lands, Tenements and Common Right, in and 
upon the ſaid waſte Ground ſo intended to be incloſed as afore- 
ſaid, his, her and their Heirs, Succeſſors, Executors and Admi- 
niſtrators reſpectively) All ſuch Eſtate, Right, Title and Intereft 
as they, every, or any of them had and enjoyed, of, in, to, or out 
of the ſaid Lands and Grounds ſo intended to be incloſed, before 
the paſſing this Act, or could or might have had and enjoyed, 
in Caſe the ſame Act had not been made. 
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
